H. Peabody may serve as chief execu­ 
tive of this state for two years more 
despite the fact that Alva Adams still 
has nearly 10,000 plurality since the 
votes of five Denver precincts were 
throw n out bodily by order of the 
suprem e 
court 
in 
consequence 
of 
frauds exposed In contem pt proceed­ 
ings against election officials. 
T here will be a Republican majority 
of th irty or more In the general as­ 
sembly which will canvass the vote 
for state otfleers. 
It Is proposed to 
have the general assem bly appoint n 
special contest com m ittee of nine to 
twelve members, to which will be sub­ 
m itted the evidence of wholesale elec­ 
tion frauds in Denver and possibly 
some other counties, which evidence 
the Republican com m ittees have been 
collecting ever since the election. 
T he Republican m anagers maintain 
that with the fraudulent vote of Den­ 
ver eliminated, Governor Peabody will 
have 7,000 plurality in this county 
and of 2,000 In the state. 
T hese politi­ 
cians do not int.end 
that the legal 
votes shall be sifted from the Illegal 
and then counted, or that the legisla­ 
tu re shall reject the entire vote of Den­ 
ver county, because to do this would 
not accomplish their purpose to reseat 
Governor Peabody, but they purpose 
that about 1,800 Democratic precincts 
shall be thrown out on the ground of 
alleged frauds and th at the vote of the 
Republican precincts shall he counted.
